The amended sequence listing (attached) includes sequences SEQ ID NO: 13 to 24, 
which are supported by the Specification as originally filed. 

SEQ ID NO: 13 to 16 have been introduced in the sequence listing based on their 
positions in the calmodulin sequence SWISSPROT P02593 (page 8, lines 24 to 30). The 
sequence P02593 is incorporated in the specification by reference to its accession number in the 
SWISSPROT data base. P02593 is the only calmodulin sequence which was available at the 
filing date of the present application since the P02593 accession number contains only one 
version of the calmoduline sequence (see Annex I attached). The sequence P02593 is provided 
herewith in figure 1 (Attached) which shows the positions of the loops (SEQ ID NO: 13 to 16). 

The flanking helices (helices from the four helix-loop-helix structures forming the four 
calmodulin sites) have been introduced in the sequence listing (SEQ ID NO: 17 to 24) based on 
their positions in the calmodulin sequence SWISSPROT P02593 (page 9, lines 1 1). The flanking 
helices are also shown in figure 1 attached.
